LA GRANDE, Ore., - The 
charred 
wreckage 
of a light 
plane which may have carried a 
San 
Rafael businessman, 
his 
7-year-old son and four other 
Californians to their deaths, has 
been sighted in the rugged Wal­ 
lowa Mountains. 


The pilot of the search plane 
which spotted the wreckage yes­ 
terday afternoon said the air­ 
craft had been gutted by fire 
and there was no sign of life. 
Union County Sheriff William 
F. Moore sa id jo d a y a rescue 
party was enroute to the crash 
site by helicopter, but was not 
expected to reach the plane un­ 
til late this afternoon. 
Moore said rescue operations 
have been hampered by 20-foot 
deep snow in the Minan River 
Canyon where the plane was 
spotted. 
The deep snow prevented a 
rescue helicopter carrying Air 
Force paramedics from landing 
yesterday. 
J. O. Maxwell,, m anager of La 
Grande Airport and coordinator 
of the search told the Associated 
Press the p a r a m e d i c s said 
“ there was no point to dropping 
to the site,” because of the ex­ 
tent of damage. 
Today's first helicopter party j 
of four men was to try to clear 
a landing area close to the 
downed plane, so one is being 
established a few miles away. 
The twin engine Beechcraft 
plane with William D. Morrow 
of 15 Maplewood Drive and his 
son Scott and four others aboard 
has been the object of an inten­ 
sive five-day search involving 
seven planes. 
The plane, which did not file a 
flight plan Friday when it left 
San Jose, was reported missing 
Saturday. The plane’s party was 
enroute to Oxbow Dam on the 
Snake River for a fishing vaca­ 
tion. 
Others aboard the lost plane 
were the pilot.

LIVING COSTS SPIRAL 
.6 PER CENT IN APRIL 


WASHINGTON (AP)~ The government repott­ 
ed Wednesday living costs rose six-tenths of one per 
cent in April, continuing the nation's worst infla­ 
tion in 20 years. 
The increase, continuing the 6 per cent annual 
price spiral of more than a year, pushed the Labor 
Department's consumer price index to 134.0. 
The index means it cost $13.40 last month to 
purchase every $10 worth of typical family needs 
in the 1957*59 period on which the index is based. 
The Bueau of Labor Statistics said food prices 
rose three-tenths of one per cent in April, but all 
of the rise was due to higher restaurant meals. Gro­ 
cery prices remained unchanged.

Sprouts A Deficit

Other revenue increases to 
balance the budget will not be 
sought, said Budget 
Director 
Robert P Mayo, because higher 
taxes “would be inappropriate 
when we have an increase in un­ 
em ploym ent." 
A n o t h e r 
administration 
spokesman told Southern busi 
nessmen to forget about wage 
and price controls as a means of 
halting continuing inflation 
The 
announcements 
were 
made Tuesday as the adminis 
tration sought to reassure inves­ 
tors and businessmen they can 
count on “a new steadiness of 
progress " 
Nixon, who said in February a 
balanced budget was crucial to 
control inflation, said declining 
revenues 
and 
rising 
federal 
costs would result in a $1 H bil­ 
lion deficit in the 1970 fiscal 
year ending June 30 and a $1.3 
billion deficit for fiscal 1971. 
Nixon had predicted a $1.5 bil­ 
lion surplus for the current fis­ 
cal year and a $ 13 billion sur­ 
plus 
for the following 
fiscal 
year 
Sagging 
corporate 
profits 
were cited as the reason for the 
1970 deficit.

Tax revenues this fiscal year, 
Nixon said are running about $3 
billion below expectations. 
The proposed tax on lead in 
gasoline would boost the cost of 
motor fuel by an average of 2.3 
cents a gallon, spokesmen said, 
and is intended to reduce and 
eventually elim inate the addi­ 
tive in gasoline. 
The budget deficits, the P resi­ 
dent said, would be permitted to 
avoid the possibility of a reces­ 
sion and higher unemployment.

probable for fiscal 1972, Mayo 
added, “ I would not hesitate to 
ask the Congress for further in­ 
creases in taxes when I present

Campus Backlash Perils 18-Year Vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
r e c e n t outbreaks of campus 
violence may have endangered 
one of the s t u d e n t s ’ prized 
goals—lowering the voting age 
to 18. 
With a House vote on the 18- 
year-old vote due next month, 
sponsors are worried a backlash 
effect may be building as anti­ 
war sentiment continues to dis 
rupt the colleges. 
There 
is 
also concern the 
strongly anti-Nixon stance of 
the protesting s t u d e n t s will 
m ake it harder to pick up the 40 
or so Republican votes needed 
to pass the measure. 
“ I ’d have to say it’s going to 
be tougher now,” said Rep Tom 
Railsback, R-Ill. who is leading 
the effort to build House Repul> 
lican support for the bill.

have attempted to pressure the 
former Alaska governor into re­ 
signing his federal post to take 
on a strong Democratic guber­ 
natorial candidate. 


The appeals to Hickel, sources 
said, were based on the argu­ 
ment that former Democratic 
Gov. William Egan could win 
the post this November because 
of a bitter GOP prim ary fight 
between incumbent Gov. Keith 
Miller and Congressman How­ 
ard W. Pollock. 


Hickel defeated Egan in the 
1966 election and backers be­ 
lieve he could unite Alaska Re­ 
publicans and carry them to 
victory. 


Hickel’s concern with Nixon 
administration policy surfaced 
after U S troops entered Cam­ 
bodia and the shooting deaths of 
four students at Kent State Uni­ 
versity. 


In a letter, Hickel urged Pres­ 
ident Nixon to listen more atten­ 
tively to youths who feel they 


are excluded from American po­ 
litical processes. 
Hickel met face-to-face with 
the President for the first time 
since mailing the letter during a 
Cabinet meeting Tuesday. Nei­ 
ther White House nor Interior 
Department spokesmen would 
acknowledge whether the letter 
was specifically discussed.

saying, “ We examined the full 
spectrum of the nation's con­ 
cerns, including our interest in 
the problems of youth.”

Third Try 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi - As­ 
sembly Republicans are resur­ 
recting Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
politically battered $600 million 
tax revision plan and hoping 
Democrats will approve it on 
the third try.

$625,000 Bond Issue On Ballot; 


Fund For A New Fire Station 


San 
Rafael 
voters will 
be 
asked June 2 to approve a 
$625.000 bond issue to finance 
the construction of a new main 
fire station. 
If approved, the new station 
would replace the one at Fifth 
Avenue and C S reet. construct­ 
ed in 1917 when San Rafael was 
a town of about 5.600 inhabit­ 
ants. 
It was partially remodeled in 
1952. 
but. according to 
Fire 
Chief Vance Trivett is “ totallv 


inadequate1’ to provide the fire 
protection service needed in the 
city. 
There has been no formal op­ 
position to the bond issue, and 
no arguments against it appear 
on the ballot. 
The main problem with the 
present station. Trivett said is 
space, and in particular, the 
lack of it. 
The new station would double 
the apparatus space available in1 
the C Street facility, and would 


contain about 8.600 square feet 
for the apparatus, living, train­ 
ing. and recreation areas, and 
about 1.225 square feet for ad­ 
ministrative offices. 
Trivett said a site for the sta­ 
tion has not been officially de­ 
cided, but it would most likely 
be constructed on B Street near 
Albert Park. 
The site itself would be an ad­ 
vantage over the present sta­ 
tion. the chief said, because the 
traffic there is neither as heavy 


or as fast as it is near the 
present location. 
City Mgr. James H. McCown 
said the $625.000 cost of the new 
station includes $372.265 for the 
single-story 
building; 
$217.800 
for land acquisition, and $34.500 
for site preparation and building 
support. The 15-vear bond would 
add 4.89 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation to the city’s annual 
tax rate. 
The new building, if construct­ 
ed, will provide facilities not in­ 
cluded in the present station 
and will enlarge some that are. 
A combination library-study 
room is included in San Rafael 
architect Robert W. F. Severin’s 
design. The communications of­ 
fice — “ the very heart of fire 
department 
operations," 
a c- 


cording to Trivett — will be 
housed in a separate room, and 
not combined with several other 
offices and facilities as it is 
now. 
A fe\v more comforts will be 
built into the station’s living 
quarters if the bond 
is ap­ 
proved. Trivett said. 
Firemen spend 24 hours a day 
at the station on their “ on” : 
days. The new station will con­ 
tain a p h y s i c a l conditioning 
area, noti ncluded in the present 
building, and improved dormito­ 
ry, kitchen, shower and toilet 
facilities. 
The new station, Trivett said, j 
would not only increase the effi­ 
ciency of the fire departmentj 
operation, but would increase 
department morale as well.

“ 1 m Still Hungry" is the die­ 
ters' sad song. Whatever the 
diet, the lament is the same. It 
stands to reason that the most 
effective diets are the ones that 
cater to your innermost self.

There is a chain gang working 
in Marin County. Instead of 
pickaxes and shovels they are 
using knitting needles. Their la­ 
bor is not for the government; it 
is for the Marin Shakespeare 
Festival. 
The gang is a group of Marin 
women knitting chain mail for 
the festival’s production of Hen­ 
ry V. 
Organizer of the gang, Mrs. 
Walter Wellinger, invited mem­ 
bers to her Corte Madeira home 
last week, where they compared 
the sleeves they are knitting 
from spindles of string. After 
finishing 40 sleeves, the women 
will knit 28 hoods and 20 mini 
skirts. 
The sleeves each take about 
four hours to complete, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Wellinger. Most of 
the women do their knitting in 
the evening and figure to reach 
the quota in another month or 
so. Several steps will be re­ 
quired to turn the string knitted 
garments into chain mail. 
The garments will be sized in 
a mixture of diluted white glue - 
50 per cent glue to 50 per cent 
water. This will stiffen and wa­ 
terproof the garment. Next it 
will be sprayed with silver 
paint. After the paint dries the 
hoods, sleeves and minis will be 
sewn into or attached to cos­ 
tumes. 
Mrs. Wellinger first became 
involved with the Shakespeare 
Festival as a sponsor for Grana­ 
da School children. She and her 
husband recently gave a Shakes­ 
peare Safari at their home. At 
the safari festival director John 
Brebner mentioned the need for 
knitters, and she recruited a 
dozen or so of her friends.

Inside The Mind Of A Child

Strawberry blonde Joan Kel­ 
ly, Ph. D. in clinical child psy­ 
chology, uses the jargon of to­ 
day’s youth, wears mini-skirts 
and understands a c h i 1 d ’s 
viewpoint and needs at each 
age from infancy through ado­ 
lescence. 
The attractive young wom­ 
an, who recently taught grad­ 
uate students at University of 
Michigan, says, “because I 
was excited about creating 
new programs of counseling 
parents, teachers, nurses and 
day-care mothers on how to 
meet children’s psychological 
needs, I took the position as 
head of the new Southern Mar­ 
in Children’s Services Team of 
Marin Community M e n t a l 
Health Center.” 
Joan’s team, concerned with 
the psychological n e e d s of 
children south of C o r t e Ma­ 
dera, includes a psychiatrist, 
Dr. Paul Kingsley and a psy- 
c h i a t r i c social worker Sue 
Roy. They devote half their 
time to wnrking directly with 
emotionally distubed children 
and their p a r e n t s at the 
CMHC’s small office building 
for Childrens’ Services on H 
Street in San Rafael. Their fee 
corresponds to the parents’ 
ability to pay. 


THE REST of their effort is 
spent on new “pilot” projects 
of consulting with adults who 
handle children in homes or at 
schools, indirectly preventing 
or handling early emotional 
disturbances of children. After 
studying Southern Marin's spe­ 
cial needs and its existing fa­ 
cilities, Joan and her team 
planned, developed and experi­ 
mented with several success­ 
ful programs. 


During the past year Joan 
Kelly has acted as a “curb­ 
stone consultant” for mothers 
of small children, four weeks 
to four years old, 
at the 
walk-in clinic of the Child 
Health Conference held by the 
Public Health Department in 
Mill Valley and Marin City. 
Another part of her program 
has been to offer the team's 
services to the nursery schools 
in Southern Marin. 
Joan has started workshops 
for licensed day-care mothers 
to increase their awareness of 
the psychological needs of the 
children left with them. 
Another innovation is her ex­ 
perimental discussion group 
for fathers of nursery-school 
age children (as well as the 
more traditional g r o u p for 
mothers). 
At the request of the public

health nurse cf Mill Valley, 
the child psychologist provides 
weekly counseling concerning 
the nurse's case load. 
Dr. Kelly’s team members 
mer 
weekly with Dr. Janet 
Lyon, clinical psychologist at 
Tamaipais High School to pro- 
vide consultation to student 
counselors and the Education­ 
al Mentally Retarded students’ 
teachers. 
Noting the extremely high 
divorce rate in Marin County, 
particularly in Southern Mar­ 
in, the Southern Marin team 
designed a short-term “crisis 
intervention” counseling pro­ 
gram of six sessions for di- 


v o r c i n g parents and their 
children. 


“I REALLY like the combi­ 
nation of providing consulta­ 
tion in tine community with my 
direct clinical work with pa­ 
tients,” says the child psychol­ 
ogist. 


Explaining why she chose a 
career in clinical child psy­ 
chology. Dr. Kelly says. “I’ve 
always been services oriented. 
1 like ibeing with and working 
with people. When 1 was a jun­ 
ior at Bucknell University, I 
lived in the freshman dormito­ 
ry as their academic and so­ 
cial counselor. Later I taught 


nursery school as part of my 
training.” 
A strenuous four years of 
graduate work earned Joan 
her doctorafte. She remembers, 
“Yale was great, but the pres­ 
sures of graduate study wrere 
enormous.” Upon graduation 
Joan joined the faculty at 
University of Michigan, where 
her home base was Children’s 
Psychiatric Hospital. T h e r e 
she taught, 
supervised, re­ 
searched and had clinical pa­ 
tients. She helped prepare Ph. 
D. candidates in clinical child 
psychology and taught medical 
students, 
psychiatric nurses 
and psychiatric residents. 
Joan Kelly is the wife of a 
medical doctor, p r e s e n t l y 
serving in the Navy. They 
came to San Francisco two 
years ago. Upon her husband’s 
release from the Navy in July, 
he plans to start his residency 
in neurology at University of 
California Medical Center in 
San Francisco. 
“We really like it here,” 
says Joan speaking of the fun 
of enjoying San Francisco's 
symphony, opera and restaur­ 
ants. They both love music 
and Joan plays five instru­ 
ments. They share the hobbies 
of photography and d o i n g 
French and Chinese cooking. 
Currently, they are working as 
volunteers for the KQED auc­ 
tion. 
The young wife says, “ I can 
work in child psychology when 
we have children because I 
can have flexible hours. I do 
intend to continue working 
then.” she says. J o a n is 
against the idea that a .mother 
has to be a mother 24 hours a 
day. “ It is amazing how* many 
women feel guilty about hav­ 
ing a life of their own. Outside 
interets brings vitality into a 
marriage. I’ve counseled in 
too many that are drained of 
fun.” 
J o a n ’s consulting day is 
spent driving from one ap­ 
pointment to another. 


BECAUSE OF HER dedica­ 
tion to detecting and prevent­ 
ing psychological damage in 
very young children, her plan 
to counsel mothers of infants 
is close to her heart. A Yale 
professor 
o f 
developmental 
diagnosis. Dr. Sally Provence, 
gave Joan’s career this direc­ 
tion. Dr. Provence’s research 
work convinced the govern­ 
ment to shut down infant insti- 
t u t i o n s because rigid and 
scheduled tending of babies 
lacked the normal mothering 
experiences of play and talk 
that stimulate their develop­ 
ment. She proved that institu-

tions were having a retarding 
effect on the new bora. Now 
newborn babies are adopted 
immediately or placed in re­ 
ceiving homes for mothering. 


Dr. Kelly experimented with 
a private consulting room at 
the Child Health Conference of 
the Public Health Department 
which meets twice a month at 
the Outdoor Art Club in Mill 
Valley. 
“I wondered how many peo­ 
ple would use me,” says Joan, 
who was astonished at howr 
many mothers preferred to 
consult her right in the busy 
waiting room. Joan talks to 
them about such things as ear­ 
ly motor disturbances, lack of 
talking, toilet training, feeding 
problems, sleep disturbances 
and disruptive behavior. 
“We have detected early and 
severe hearing losses there, as 
well as stituations of stimulus 
deprivation (the result some­ 
times of a depressed mother 
who has no energy left over to 
p l a y with or talk to her 
baby),” says the psychologist. 
Since this pilot project was 
successful, she will continue to 
be available there for counsel­ 
ing once a month for three 
hours and the team plans simi­ 
lar counseling at other Quid 
Health Conferences elsewhere. 
Another aid the team pro- i 
vides is offering its services to 
all Southern Marin nursery 
schools “because they repre­ 
sent an area in which an enor- j 
mous amount of indirect inter­ 
vention can be effective” Joan 
relates. They discuss the dis­ 
turbed child's behavior with 
the teachers and parents and 
suggest ways of handling their 
problems. 
By the end of 1S69 the team 
was doing regular on-going 
cosultations with the staff o f: 
five nursery schools. The team 
also spent some time observ­ 
ing children about whom eith­ 
er they or the staff were con­ 
cerned. They are “on-call” to 
the Marin Child Development 
Center in Tiburon, who w’ork 
with pre-schoolers who have 
developmental and behavioral 
problems which lead to diffi­ 
culties when they start school. 
For example, Joan might 
c o u n s e l a nursery-school 
teacher about a certain disrup­ 
tive child. Jean advises the 
teacher to “label the child’s 
actions and emotions. Labeling 
helps the child become more 
aware of himself as a person.” 
She would suggest that the 
teacher, stopping the destruc­

Mark, when you tear down 
Joey’s building he doesn't like 
it. Joey, tell him you don’t like 
it! I know things are very up­ 
setting at home and you feel 
upset.” 
Another aspect of their pro­ 
gram is Dr. Kingsley’s consul­ 
tation with the deans of men 
and women at Tamalpais High 
School, who are disciplinarians 
and liaison to parents when 
teen-agers have t r o u b l e in 
school. The psychiatrist coun­ 
sels them to help them under­ 
stand the student’s psychologi­ 
cal attitudes that influence his 
behavior. 
As far as the Southern Mar­ 
in team knows, -their counsel­ 
ing service for divorcing par­ 
ents and their children is the 
only one of its kind in the Unit­ 
ed States. 


“THERE IS NO question 
that children of divorcing par­ 
ents often suffer psychological 
damage as a result of tension, | 
conflict and outright warfare 
over the children between the 
parents.” says Dr. Kelly. She 
requests that both parents be 
involved in the first two ses­ 
sions to get the history of the 
f a i l u r e of the relationship. 
“There is a notable lack of 
success in getting fathers in 
for counseling,” says the psy­ 
chologist, w'ho underlines to 
the parents that while their 
marriage relationship has dis­ 
solved, their role as parents 
continues. Parents are coun­ 
seled about visitation, finan­ 
cial aspects and communica­ 
tion b e t w e e n parents and 
children. 


Joan feels parents must be 
more sensitive to what their 
children feel. “We explain to 
them why they should not 
‘put-down’ the other parent 
during the child’s visit (or 
while at home with the moth­ 
er). It creates an agonizing 
conflict of loyalty in the child, 
who finally ‘turns-off’ the criti­ 
cizing parents.” 
“ In those families where 
there is in/tense conflict over 
the children, it has heen our 
intention to help parents real­ 
ize the psychological binds 
they place their children in

dren from the arena of con­ 
flict,” says the child psycholo­ 
gist. 
“We see all children in the 
family down to 18 months at 
'least once. It is left flexible 
whether we see the children in 
a group, wiith their parents or 
individually. We have hopes of 
helping them through the cris­ 
is of separation and divorce. 
We discuss with all of them 
some of the universal myths 
children seem to hold. Chil­ 
dren are very distressed and 
their behavior problems are 
often related to anxiety. They 
frequently feel guilty and re­ 
sponsible for the d i v o r c e . 
Sometimes they have the fan­ 
tasy that they can do some­ 
thing magical to get their par­ 
ents back together by pleading 
or resorting to extreme be­ 
havior,” she says. 
“We can help by discussing 
with them the fact that they 
are not responsible, explaining

to them why their mother and 
father are getting a divorce. 
‘You saw how they used to 
fight a lot. But they will still 
be your Mommie and Daddy.’ 
Children are better able to 
deal with concrete reasons for 
their parents’ divorce. It is 
very difficult for many parents 
to be 
‘straight’ with their 
kids,” explains Dr. Kelly. 


“WE DISCUSS with the kids 
what they are worried about, 
in an effort to reduce their 
anxiety. Sometimes they don’t 
express their fears. Sometimes 
they are too young. A toddler 
may be asking by his exces­ 
sive clinging behavior after his 
father has left home, ‘are you 
still going to be my Mommie?’ 
He is very much worried that 
his mother will disappear as 
did his father, and they fear 
they will not see their fathers 
any more or that he will cease 
to be their father,” says the 
psychologist. 


“A neutral outsider like the 
counselor, who takes no sides, 
can help the children under­ 
stand their position. We tell 
them it is okay to express 
their feelings to us when we 
are alone. At home they have 
a loyalty problem. It helps 
them to know that other kids 


feel like they do: sad and an­ 
gry. We know its a v e r y 
rough time. Occasionaly it is a 
big, fat relief to them. We tell 
them too. that it is acceptable 
to feel relieved,” relates Joan. 
The child psychologist feels 
that the myth that fighting 
couples should s.ay together 
“for the sake of their chil­ 
dren” is now being understood 
as a mistake that can be dev­ 
astating to the children. The 
chipping-away at each other’s 
self-esteem, the chronic con­ 
flict and anger that the chil­ 
dren witness are much worse. 
This experimental counsel­ 
ing of families in the process 
of divorce began in August. 
1969, when the team made it­ 
self available to a small num­ 
ber of Southern Marin divorc­ 
ing families as both a service 
and a research project. Now 
their team is overwhelmed by 
requests for this counseling 
which the limited personnel 
cannot handle at this time. But 
Joan Kelly has hopes that she 
can help more “children in the 
crisis of divorce” in the fu­ 
ture.

The board of trustees, under 
the General Assembly of the 


United Presbyterian Church in 
the United States, will continue ¡ 
as the sem inary’s final govern­ 
mental authority.

effective next fall quarter, a ; 
seminary council will be under 
the board. 


The council will be made up 
of the board’s executive com­ 
mittee, 
six 
faculty members 


and six students, all with vote, 
and the administrative officers 
of the seminary, ex officio, with­ 
out vote. 


The council will serve the 
function of the board between 
the semi-annual board meet­ 
ings, but all of its actions will 
be subject to review by the par­ 
ticipating executive committee, 
a college spokesman said yes­ 
terday. 


Under the council will be the 
education commission, w h i c h 
will plan and regulate the edu­ 
cational programs of the semi­ 
nary. The commission will be 
comprised of faculty, academic 
administrators 
a n d students, 
and will operate through stu- 
dent-facuity committees. 


Also under the council, will be 
the convocation, an assembly 
which will be open to all persons 
connected 
with 
the seminary 
and which will meet at least 
once each academic quarter. 
The commissions will be albe to 
formulate issues, measures and 
recommendations w h i c h the 
council will be obliged to act 
upon. 


The new government system 
will be evaluated in two years.

A Marin landm ark command­ 
ing the kind of awe reserved for 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa, the 
Hutchinson Company rock quar­ 
ry building on Highway 101 be­ 
tween Greenbrae and San Ra­ 
fael has been a curiosity since 
most residents can remember. 
It also has the mystique of 
London Bridge always “ falling 
down” but never quite making 


it. Not that everyone doesn’t 
expect it to, which is why few 
motorists pass by without cast­ 
ing a glance to see if indeed it is 
still there. 
Whether these same travelers 
regard the building as a thing of 
beauty or something less is a 
moot point The fact is that ar­ 
tists and photographers have 
been drawn to it for years. Col­ 
lege and private art classes 
meet there frequently and rarely 


a weekend goes by that there 
aren't several easels set up near 
the place. 
What’s the big attraction? 
Perhaps Bob Hax's photographs 
can help explain the building's 
special brand of beauty—the tex­ 
tures, the towering forms, the 
complexities of line and more, 
the blunt realism of the place, its 
sense of brooding resistance to 
the elements and time, and the 
dignity that has come to it in the 


struggle. 
As for how the building ac­ 
quired its roller coaster look in 
1920 when it was constructed in 
the then deserted Marin hills, a 
spot was chosen where the rock 
sloped 
sharply. 
Consequently 
the front of the building had to be 
placed on fill And so it began to 
adopt that distinctive rippling 
profile. 
But in spite of its precarious 
appearance, it is not about to col­ 


lapse. A recipient, incidentally, 
numerous safety awards, it is 
really more like the largest, 
strongest rock-filled swimming 
pool in the west A large portion 
of its inner surface is reinforced 
with gunnite in thicknesses up to 
five feet And with a body like 
that its preservation seems as­ 
sured, a fact which should satis- 
both the community’s artists 
and the continuing stream of 
curious.

Experts Urge Novato College Site 


Wednesday, May 20, 1970 
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In a long-awaited regional 
planning study which the Marin 
Junior College District Board is 
to accept officially tomorrow 
night, a consultant group turns 
thumbs down on a jointly run j 
Marin-Sonoma college site, and 
recommends rapid development1 
ot the College of Marin’s Novato 
site. 


The N o v a t o campus could 
serve overflow Sonoma County 
students by means of an agree­ 
ment between districts. 
Development of the Novato 
site, and of plans in Sonoma for 
another junior college campus, 
have been frozen by the state 
pending results of the study. 


STAFF REPORT 
Novato campus plans, which 
started in 1962, were clouded in 
February, 1969, when a staff re­ 
port to the Coordinating Council 
for Higher Education said the 
Kentfield campus could meet 
enrollments projected through; 
1977, and a second campus was 1 
not needed until then. 
Last November, the staff of 
the board of governors of the 
California Community Colleges 
reported a second Marin site 
would be needed, but develop­ 
ment plans should not be ap­ 
proved until a study by Marin 
and Sonoma districts to see the 
campus served both. 
The new study puts matters 
almost back to square one by 
supporting the Novato site while j 
rejecting a jointly-run campus 
and several other possibilities. 


POSSIBILITIES 


Other solutions considered in­ 
cluded development of the joint­ 
ly run campus; uniting Marin 
and Sonoma college districts; 
formation of a new district in 
the Novato-Petaluma area; 
transfer of territory from Son­ 
oma district; development of a 
second campus in each district; 
and development of “satellite 
campuses” in both districts. 
The satellite campus plan was 
recommended for further ex­ 
ploration as a means of bringing 
education closer to population 
areas. 
Extensive lists of advantages 
and disadvantages were given 
for each proposal. Major rea- 


sons for rejecting the other 
plans included these: 
Uniting the districts requires 
i voter approval and has little 
chance of getting it. 
A new district between Nova- 


j to and Petaluma would have a 
miniscule tax base and would 
not meet state standards for 
new districts. 
Transferring territory from 
; Sonoma district to Marin would 
present geographical difficulties 


j — a Novato campus would be 
farther for Petaluma students 
than the Santa Rosa campus, 
and a campus elsewhere would 
j alienate Novato residents count­ 
ing on the campus there.

A jointly run campus, if locat­ 
ed between Novato and Petalu­ 
ma. would be away from pro­ 
jected growth areas. Sonoma is 
growing northward from Petalu­ 
ma while Marin is growing 
south from Novato. A joint pow­ 
ers agreement would face sev- 
! eral problems of administration, 
financing, salaries and opera­ 
tion. 
Development of second cam­ 
puses in each district “ accom­ 
plishes very little’’ not done by 
developing the Novato campus. 
Small campuses are relatively 


costly and state approval or fin­ 
ancial aid would be unlikely at 
present. 
College of Marin must act 
rapidly if it is to proceed with 
Novato development. Next step 
in planning is a request for 
state financial aid, and applica­ 
tions for the coming year must 
be approved by the chancellor 
of California Community Col­ 
leges, then received by the state i 
finance department by June 1. 
The chancellor's office will 
not approve any project until a 
regional planning study — the j 
study which goes to the Marin 
board tomorrow — is approved 
bv the Board of Governors of 


California Community Colleges. 
The two district staffs, meet­ 
ing with the chancellor’s staff, 
agreed on the joint study in 
March. The four consultants 
making the study were Schuyler 
Joyner, retired deputy superin­ 
tendent of the Los Angeles Ju­ 
nior College District; G. H. 
Womble Jr.. retired supervisor 
of junior college planning for 
the Los Angeles Junior College 
District; Weston M. Alt. consul­ 
tant on college planning in the 
chancellor’s office; and Max 
Tad lock, former director of edu­ 
cational planning and research 
for Management and Economics 
Research. Inc.

The boating season is getting into high gear all 
over the country at last. So let me urge you strongly to 
check the safety equipment you should carry on your 
boat. All law enforcement agencies that check on boat­ 
ers are now being particularly strict. 
I hope everybody knows the 
simple basic legal requirements j 
by now. Even a small outboard 
boat must have a life jacket, a 
boyant vest or a life saving 
cushion for each person aboard. 
THIS RULE is for an open 
boat under 16 feet long and pow­ 
ered by an outboard motor. It 
the boat has enclosed fuel tanks 
or an inboard engine, it must 
have an approved ventilation 
system, a fire extinguisher and 
a flame arrestor on the carbure­ 
tor. Boats 16 to 26 feet in length 
must carry a whistle or a horn 
for signalling. For boats ranging 
from 26 to 40 feet, a bell, a 
more powerful whistle or horn 
and two fire extinguishers are 
compulsory. 
The requirements of the law 
are more involved than this 
sketchy outline indicates. Plain 
common sense dictates that you 
carry more safety equipment on 
your boat, than has been men­ 
tioned. And if you have the 
slightest doubt about what you 
should have aboard, get a copy 
of the Coast Guard's Recrea­ 
tional Boating Guide. It will 
supply all the necessary details.

If East had the singleton ace 
of spades there was no advan­ 
tage in wasting dummy’s king. 
And as South discovered, play­ 
ing dummy’s king was the only 
way to lose the contract if East 
had the doubleton ace of spades.

A statement by t h e president of 
t h e California Teachers Association, 
circulated last week by Whitaker and 
Baxter Campaigns, accuses opponents 
of Proposition 8 of “ deliberate lies and 
dishonest tactics in an attempt to mis­ 
lead the public." 
The statement bears the name of 
Mrs. Margaret L e m m e r, CTA presi­ 
dent, along with the outgoing presi­ 
dent of the California Congress of Par­ 
ents and Teachers, the manager of the 
County Supervisors Association of Cal­ 
ifornia. and a Riverside County super­ 
visor. 
It strikes particularly at claims by 
an ad hoc anti-Proposition 8 organiza­ 
tion called Californians Against a Tax 
Hoax. 


THIS GROUP has made some ex­ 
treme statements, and deserves to be 
called to task for them. However, if 
the CTA is concerned that only the 
truth be told the public about Proposi­ 
tion 8. it might be a little more careful 
in its own publicity. 
In the statement mailed last week, 
and in a packet of pro-Proposition 8 
material sent to editors by the CTA a 
few days later, these claims are made: 
The $1.13 billion additional state 
taxes required to finance Proposition 
8's first year could be raised principal­ 
ly by a one-cent increase in the sales 
tax, eliminating existing sales tax ex­ 
emptions exclusive of food, and with­ 
holding personal income taxes. 
But CTA presents, on another page 
of its packet mailed to e d i t o r s , a 
breakdown of financing which shows 
extension of the s a l e s tax to “ food, 
drugs, etc.” to raise $546 million of 
the needed money. 
Also, CTA neglects to mention that 
the additional $135 million estimated 
from income tax withholding would be 
a one-time-only gain. That much would 
be added to state revenues next fiscal 
year by collecting in advance taxes 
that otherwise would not be paid until 
April. But in the years following, some 
other s o u r c e would have to be 
found— probably further increase i n 
the income tax. 


THE CTA ALSO SAYS that 50-50 
state participation in school budgets 
would be solely on the basis of 1968-69 
budgets plus increase in daily average 
attendance and cost of services index. 
The letter by Mrs. Lemmer et al calls 
“ deliberately false” the claim that the 
state would have to match what local

boards decided to spend. 
Since CTA originated Proposition 
8, its officers should know what the 
proposition says. Here is Section 15V2 
(j) which it proposes to add to the state 
constitution: 
. . If any new education pro­ 
gram OR EXPANSION OF ANY EX­ 
ISTING EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
IS AUTHORIZED or required by law, 
the legislature shall provide an addi­ 
tional amount in the state school fund 
of not less than 50 per cent of the esti­ 
mated c o st. . .” 


ALL SORTS of programs are au­ 
thorized by state law, and any of them 
can be expanded at any time. But just 
to make sure that the door is wide 
open, the CTA is supporting Assembly 
Constitutional Admendment 18, by As­ 
semblyman John V a s c o n c e l l o s , 
D-Campbell, which would add this tg 
the constitution: 
“ The g o v e r n i n g boards of all 
school districts shall have power to ini­ 
tiate and carry on any educational pro­ 
grams which are not in conflict with 
the laws and p u r p o s e s for which 
s c h o o l districts are established, and 
which are not specifically prohibited 
by law.” 
If that were enacted, local school 
districts could initiate just about any­ 
thing they wished, and since it was au­ 
thorized by law (in fact by the consitu- 
tion) the state would have to pay 50 
per cent. 
What that might do to state taxes 
if Proposition 8 became law is rather 
chilling to contemplate. 


BEFORE the California Teachers 
Association accuses others of ‘‘deliber­ 
ate lies and dishonest tactics in an at­ 
tempt to mislead the public,” it should 
make sure it tells the truth — and the 
whole truth. 
We must give the CTA its mite of 
credit, h o w e v e r . Even the letter by 
Mrs. L e m m e r s e t a l does not claim 
that local property taxes would be re­ 
duced by the amount added to state 
school revenues by Proposition 8.

SACRAMENTO ( CNS) - 
State Senate Democrats are 
attempting this week to put to­ 
gether a new “ tax reform” 
program by tying in tax in­ 
creases with educational in­ 
creases. and offering it to the 
public as a “ tax reform pack­ 
age.” 
The Democrats have little 
chance of getting this one 
across, but at least, they’ll 
have fun trying. 
The object is to combine SB 
540. by Sen. George Moscone, 
D-San Francisco, and SB 327, 
by Sen. Stephen Teale, D-West 
Point, in an effort to tie tax 
reform and education togeth­ 
er. 


C Y N IC 'S CORNER 


They point out that hopes for 
major reform to provide equit­ 
able property tax relief rest 
with the Senate, in view of the 
assembly’s abortive effort to 
pass the governor’s tax reform 
program. 
“ MY TAX REFORM bill, 
says Senator Moscone, “ will 
provide dramatic tax relief to 
all Californians, and combined 
with the Teale educational bill, 
will strike at the source of the 
property tax crisis, the fund­ 
ing of local education.” 
The senators aren’t trying to 
sell the public the measures as 
a matter of “ tax relief” , but 
there seem to be some dis­ 
crepancies in claims for the 
package. 
T e a l e says that “ hard-

pressed taxpayers of this state 
can expect more than $1 bil­ 
lion in permanent tax relief.” 
But on the other hand, the 
Moscone package would prov­ 
ide $709 million in tax reduc­ 
tions and rebates to California 
home-owners and r e n t e r s , 
while bringing in about a bil­ 
lion in increased taxes. 
THE M O S C O N E tax in­ 
crease program would be fi­ 
nanced through income tax 
withholding, limiting the oil 
depletion allowance to cost, in­ 
creasing the tax on distilled 
spirits form $2 to $2.50 per gal­ 
lon, increasing cigarette taxes 
from 10 to 15 cents a package; 
increasing corporation taxes to 
eight per cent, and eliminating 
preferred treatment of capital 
gains in the income tox. 
The education end of the 
“ tax reform” program would 
fix a statewide equalization 
tax rate of $2.88 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, and pro­ 
tect funds raised by this meth­ 
od from any other use except 
for the schools. It is claimed 
this would allow poor districts 
to more nearly match their 
more wealthy neighbors with­ 
out driving tax rates sky high. 
HOWEVER, the hitch in the 
program lies with the fact that 
there are no controls on future 
increases in local taxation, 
and the people easily could 
wind up with a billion dollar 
tax increase and no satisfacto­ 
ry reductions chalked up per­ 
manently, like they did a cou­ 
ple of years ago when the leg­ 
islature started offering “ tax 
relief”. 
They voted tax relief only to 
wake up and find that local 
taxes were higher than ever 
before, having eaten up all the 
relief and more too!

At Santa Barbara 


Credit where credit is due! 
We have just recently re­ 
turned from a trip to San Die­ 
go, staying overnight in Santa 
Barbara both going and re­ 
turning. We like Santa Barba­ 
ra, for one thing; the other 
reason was to see the results 
of the oil spill a year after all 
the publicity. We stayed right 
on the waterfront, overlooking 
the yacht harbor and part of 
the beaches, and walked out to 
the end of the city pier, at the 
foot of State Street, from our 
motel, in addition to driving 
all along Cabrillo Boulevard at 
the beaches. 


We found no evidence of the 
great oil spill, the beaches ap­ 
pearing cleaner 
than 
those 
around San Francisco or Los 
Angeles, and even the backwa­ 
ters around the yacht harbor 
were much cleaner than at 
Fishermen’s Wharf. The boats 
and piers were not coated with 
oil goo, either.

WASHINGTON - One of the 
early casualties, when U.S. 
troops moved into Cambodia, 
was the image of Richard M. 
Nixon as the consummate poli­ 
tician who carefully touches 
all the bases and figures all 
the angles. 


When it came to Cambodia, 
bases were not touched, espe­ 
cially the important (and jeal­ 
ously self-important) bases in 
the Senate and House. As a 
consequence, 
the angles, if 
they were computed at all, 
were figured on the basis of 
deficient data. 


Only after the course of ac­ 
tion had been determined, the 
telecast arranged and the time 
announced, did the President 
notify congressional leaders of 
his controversial action. The 
resentment which he created 
has not been adequately re­ 
ported in the aftermath, but 
the results are becoming quite 
clear. 


THERE HAS BEEN, for ex­ 
ample, a change in the deport­ 
ment of Sen. Mike Mansfield, 
Mont., the Senate Democratic 
leader. In the past Mansfield, 
a l o n g - t i m e “ dove,” has 
sought to separate his role as 
leader from his role as critic 
of administration p o l i c i e s . 
Nov;, however, Mansfield is 
quite openly calling signals for 
the Senate’s anti-war bloc in 
its drive to restrict the Presi­ 
dent’s powers with respect to 
Cambodia. 


Senate Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott, P a.t is bravely 
carrying the administration’s 
standard, but under severe 
handicaps. A week after the 
President’s 
announcement, 
Scott announced thai the ad­ 
ministration w’ould accept a 
somewhat amended version of 
one of the proposed Cambodia 
restrictions. He was quickly 
put down by an assistant press 
secretary at the WTiite House. 


FAILURE to consult with 
the congressional leadership 
has been a vexing problem of 
all r e c e n t administrations. 
From his own congressional 


they are inviting other stu­ 
dents to set bigger fires to 
prove something else. 
When the killing of a black 
prisoner in an Augusta jail, for 
which two of his black cell 
mates are accused, touches off 
rampaging violence by a large 
section of the Negro communi­ 
ty, this propels a backlash 
which almost inevitably goes 
beyond the restoration of or­ 
der. 
MOST VIOLENCE has the 
effect of not just shaking up 
t h e 
Establishment—which 
could be a good thing —but of 
destroying something m o r e 
valuable: the means of peace­ 
ful change. 
There is a disturbing evi­ 
dence that many Americans 
are coming to believe that they 
should take away some of the 
freedoms of the Bill of Rights 
from everybody in order to 
keep these f r e e d o m s from 
being abused by somebody. 
Consider these findings of a 
recent nationwide poll for CBS 
News: 
FREE ASSEMBLY - Even 
when there is no clear danger 
of violence, do you think that 
any group, w h a t e v e r their 
views, should be allowed to or­ 
ganize protests against the 
government? Answer: 7(J per 
cent voted against free assem­ 
bly for “ extremists.” 
FREE PRESS — In time of 
peace do you think the press 
should have the right to report 
any story even if the govern­ 
ment feels it’s harmful to the 
national interest? Answer: 55 
per cent voted to permit the 
government to c e n s o r the 
press. 
FR EE SPEECH - Should 
everyone have the right to cri­ 
ticize the government even if 
the criticism is deemed dam­ 
aging to the national interest? 
Answer: 54 per cent voted no. 
We think John Gardner is 
right in saying that “ we are 
dealing with disruptive forces 
that threaten our survival as a 
free society.” 
But if we try to counter 
these disruptive forces primar­ 
ily through repression instead 
of primarily through resolute 
reform, we will be deepening 
our divisions and destroying 
our democracy. 


experience, Nixon was well 
aware of that, but he walked 
right into the old controversy. 


More than that, however, the 
President, in the eyes of law­ 
makers, let his rank and file 
defenders down by failing to 
provide private advance ad­ 
vice of his intentions. The 
word “ betrayed” has been pri­ 
vately used by at least one Re­ 
publican senator who has con­ 
sistently defended the Presi­ 
dent and his policies. 


On the morning of the Presi­ 
dent’s dramatic TV announce- 
m e n t , administration advo­ 
cates in the Senate and House 
r e c e i v e d a memorandum, 
“ Points on the Cambodia Mili­ 
tary Action,” from the White 
House. It defended activities in 
the “ Cambodia pocket,” ap­ 
parently the Parrot’s Beak 
area where the incursion of 
South Vietnamese troops with 
U.S. advisers was already un­ 
der heavy congressional fire. 


The memo mentioned the 
President’s f o r t h c o m i n g 
speach, but it gave no hint 
that new initiatives were then 
to be unveiled. It was thus a 
tacit invitation, to defenders of 
the President, to say that the 
President would go no further, 
and some of them did that. 


IT IS HARD to escape the 
conclusion that other bases 
were also left untouched and 
other angles wrongly comput­ 
ed. Not until students began 
closing campuses and converg­ 
ing on Washington did admin­ 
istration aides start trying to 
get their story across to youth. 


The inability of Sec. of Inter­ 
ior Walter J. Hickel to get a 
presidential audience where he 
could express his views on dis­ 
sent made it quite clear that 
the cabinet itself w'as not a 
base which seemed to need 
touching in the eyes of White 
House aides. 


In the final analysis, howev­ 
er, the failure to consult with 
Congress can be the most 
damaging.

PTAs Find Themselves 


Supporting Proposition 8

California may have been sur­ 
prised to learn that they had 
been put on record at the state 
PTA convention as supporting 
Proposition 8. 
Some of them may have 
been downright astonished if 
they learned that the president 
of the California Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, Mrs. 
Robley Berry, was co-author 
of a statement distributed by 
W h i t a k e r & Baster Cam­ 
paigns, Inc., for the proposi­ 
tion 8 proponents which said, 
among other things: 
“ At this time we urge all 
leaders in the state govern­ 
ment, in the legislative, busi­ 
ness, labor, education and civ­ 
ic communities to band togeth­ 
er in a concerted drive to in­ 
sure that Proposition 8 does 
pass on June 2, so that we can 
achieve the desperately need­ 
ed immediate property tax re­ 
lief this year . . . 
“ This is the opportunity to 
once and for all lift the lion's 
share of school and welfare 
costs from the property tax­ 
payer.” 
HOW DID the PTA’s mil­ 
lion-plus members in Califor­ 
nia become committed to a 
constitutional 
a me n d me n t 
which, according to the state 
legislative analyst’s figures, 
would add $1.13 billion to Cali­ 
fornia taxes this year and an 
undetermined a d d i t o n a l 
amount in future years, and 
which makes no provision for 
reduction in property taxes? 
For an answer to that, we 
have to look at how the PTA 
operates. 
This organization of dedicat­ 
ed parents (and t e a c h e r s ) 
maintains an office in Sacra­ 
mento to keep track of legisla­ 
tion a f f e c t i n g schools and 
children. The staff of this off­ 
ice turns out advisory bulletins 
on legislative proposals which 
are circulated to all the local 
PTAs. Theoretically, the local 
PTAs are to consider these 
and report to their state office 
how they feel about them. 
The local PTAs, however, 
are busy with a lot of other 
things. They are engaged in 
pushing local school tax and 
bond proposals, decidng who 
shall receive PTA honorary 
life memberships, planning the 
next fund-raising activity, etc., 
etc. Most of them don't even 


discuss the legislative reports. 
Most members don’t even look 
at them. 
MEANWHILE, the efficient 
Sacramento lobbying staff of 
the California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation — the organization re­ 
sponsible for Proposition 8 — 
keeps in close touch with the 
Sacramento staff of the PTA. 
It brings its arguments to 
bear. If the PTA’s legislative 
advisers hear nothing to the 
contrary from its membership, 
they are inclined to go along 
with the CTA, and do so in a 
large majority of cases. 
So, when PTA delegates as­ 
sembled this month for their 
annual convention, they dis­ 
covered they had been com­ 
mitted in advance by their leg­ 
islative committee to support 
Proposition 8. Lacking specific 
instructions from their locals, 
the delegates were precluded 
by the PTA’s rules from even 
voting against that commit­ 
ment. 
THE PTA PRIDES itself on 
being a democratically run or­ 
ganization. But its rules forbid 
local units from taking posi­ 
tions contrary to that taken by 
the state organization. So the 
locals are effectively muzzled 
by the action taken. And Mrs. 
Berry becomes co-signer of a 
statement urging an all-out ef­ 
fort for Proposition 8 which 
bears all the earmarks of hav­ 
ing actually been written by 
somebody at Whitaker & Bax­ 
ter. 
The County Supervisors As­ 
sociation of California is in 
somewhat similar position. It 
joined CTA in backing Propo­ 
sition 8 after the CTA legisla­ 
tive committee made the pro­ 
posed amendment i n c l u d e 
transfer of most local welfare 
costs to the state. 
However, the county super­ 
visors are not bound by the 
same kind of rules as PTA 
members. Despite the position 
taken by their state organiza 
tion, boards of supervisors in 
quite a few counties have 
come out against Proposition 
8, pointing out that it offers 
not tax relief but rather a new 
tax load at the state level with 
no accompanying provision for 
reducing property taxes. 
Local PTAs can’t do that; 
their organization’s rules for­ 
bid it. All they can do is re­ 
main siient if they do not want 
to go along with the position 
imposed on them.
